PERSON COUNTY. 


Last week we planted our fcot tor tLe 
first time, on tke soil of Person county, 
and Monday night tound us comforta- 
bly quartered at the excellent little 
Glenn Hotel, in the town of Roxboro, 
the county seat. 

Person, named in honor of General 
Thomas Person, of Granville county, (a 
very distinguished man in his day) is 
located on our northern border, and one 
of the tier of tobacco counties, where 
the people are more prosperous, better 
contented, better off, more liberal, more 
kind, more hospitable, better fed, wear 
better clothes and mure of them than in 
our less favored cotton sections. 

an this assertion, we mean, of course, 
the entire populace, or what would be 
the convictions ot an observer by a 
general view of the people on Court 
Green Tuesday, the largest day of the 
Court, would be. 

Person can afford some of the most 
interesting historical reminiscences of 
any county in the State. Lord Corn. 
wallis with his British army passed and 
repassed and also camped in this county 
for several weeks, And many incidents 
of his stay and campaign in the county 
are yet preserved by some of its old 
citizens. We have been promised, by 
the venerable Dr. Jordan, assistance in 
getting them up, and will at an early 
day furnish our readers with some of the 
unwritten incidents of the Oid Revolu- 
tion. 

Of the prominent men that reflected 
credit and honor tu the State by a pure 
and upright course in our Leyislative 
Halis, we can truly say Person couaty 
has turuisbed more than ber quota, that 
is, reckoning by comparison. 

The aames of George Lea, Jobn 
Campbell, Robert Vankoor, Kichard 
Atkinsun, the Williamsons, the Cun- 
binguams, the McGehees, the Hesters, 
the Halemons, und a host of others, 
are a part oi our State history and 
adorn its brightest pages. 

SUPERIOR COURT 

opencd its Spring term on Tuesday 
morning, his Honor Judge A. W. Tour- 
yee, presiding. 

The tollowing gentlemen of the legal 
protession reported tor duty within the 
Bar: Hon. W. A. Graham, and Maj. 
Jobn W. Grabam of Orange; Hon. Jno. 
Kerr, Col. E. B. Withers, R. Bb. Watt, 
Esq , G. N. ‘fhompson, Esq., and Sam’:

Interest, was a civil trial,  Has- 
kins vs. Royster, for damages, 


resulting from the loss of his crop by 
the enticing away by Royster of the 
farm hands of Haskins,atter the crop had 
been pitched. Messrs. Jno. Kerr and 


Bulla appeared for Royster, and Col. 
E. B. Withers, and H. L. Bumpass for 
Haskirs. <A _ large number of 
witnesses were examined on both 
sides, alter which the  Coun- 


sel argued the question of law be- 
fore the Judge at considerable length. 
Judge Tourgee decided in favor of the 
defendant, and an appeal by the plain- 
tiff was prayed and granted. 

But very tew cases on the State dock- 
et from the fact that whenever a crime 
is committed the offender has but a 
short distance between him and Vir- 
einia, Where he is seen to go, Accor- 
ding to the returns of the Sheriff for 
several years past, we should think 
that in Halifax county, Virginia, there 
are at present five bundred negroes trom 
Person Coucty.

and will compare’ forvorably in 
size and importance with Yancey: 


ville, though Roxboro has only one 
church, (Methodist) and is minus the 
beautiful Court House that stands in 
Yanceyville an ornament to the State. 
Roxboro is immediatcly in the centre o! 
the county, and is nut only equi-dis- 
tant trom each of the corners of the 
coanty but irom most anywhere else ; 
for instance, it is twenty-six miles to 
either Hilisboro, Oxford, South Boston, 
Yanceyville or Danville. 

On our return from Person, we enjoy- 
ed one day of quiet rest under the bos- 
pitable roof of Col. Johan W. Cuaning- 
bam, at his elegant‘ Waverley 
maosion in the Northwestern corner of 
the county, an event that will long live 
green in our memory, for who Can ever 
torget the genuine hospitality of the 
Colonel and his most estimable lady, 
especially when lavished upon the ‘or- 
tunate sojcurner in astyle so prince- 
ly and maynificentiy grand. While at 
Waverly Hall we collected some bistor- 
ical reminiscenees that we propose 
writing up op our return from Gran 
ville.

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DETECTIVE BERR¥ AND THE RE- 
PORTED OUTRAGE IN RICHMOND Coun- 
Tty.—Having published a_ statement 
concerning alleged outrages in Rich- 
mond county by United States soldiers, 
under the command of Detective Berry, 


and our information having been ob 
tained from The Spirit of the South and 
the Raleigh Hra,which we deemed good 
Republican authority,we give the Detec. 
tive the benefit of his own denial in the 
matter : 

RaveieH, N. C., April 19, 1873. 


Mr. Editor :—In your newspaper, of 
the 17th instant, my attention has been 
called to an article entitled “Whiskey 
Smuggling-Official Misconduct,” which 
reflects upon my Character as an oflicer, 
and asa gentleman. Ycur information, 
I observe, is derived from a newspaper 
published in Richmond county, called 
the Spirit of the South, which in turn 
has been imposed on by some lying in. 
formant. The charges geatained in the 
article are as follows: 

‘We have been informed that the 
soldiers under the command of Detec- 
tive Berry got drunk and _ vehaved 
themselves very badly at Laurel Hill, in 
this county, which place it seems they 
also visited, it being near Laurinbarg. 
Our informant says that they amused 
themselves by firing off their guns and 
pistols, and cursed and abused several 
citizens. Their conduct ought to be 
looked into, and if they acted in the 
manner that we are informed they did, 
they deserve to be court-martialed and 
puuished, and we should be glad to Lear 
that it was done. The people have a 
right to ask that soldiers sent among 
them be made to conduct themselves 
properly, ana we respectfully requesi 
Supervisor Perry to look into this mat- 
ter.” 

“On the march of the expedition, a 
short distance out, a Republican reports 
that Mr. Berry halted for the night, and 
on leaving in the morning attempted to 
evade paymentof the trifling sum of 
tive dolinrs for supplies furnished by a 
poor woman of limited means, telling 
her to “charge it to the United States 
government,” but was finally prevailed 
on to pay thesum by a Sergeant and 
seme Others of the expedition.” 
ahe whole story 1s talse from begin- 
ning to end, and has been hatcbed up 
no doubt by some individual who was 
connected with the attempt made _ to 
evade the revenue laws of the United 
States, and who has felt the result of 
my energy inentorcing the law. None 
of the soidiers who were with me “got 
drunk and behaved badly” during the 
trip— only one U.S. Soldier attached to 
the expedition—a sergeant, visited the 
vilage of Laurel Hill, and he accom- 
panied me to the village, and returned 
with me. Atno time during the trip 
were the soldiers allowed to “amuse 
themselves by firing off their guns and 
pistols” or to ‘curse and abuse citizens.’ 
The charge alluded to in the last par- 
agraph is a lie out of whole cloth, and 
but tor the fact that it may impose on 
those who do not know me, is hardly 
worth denying. I append, in refuta- 


tion of the charges alluded, the 
affidavits of two individuals 
who accompanied the  expedis 
tion. In conclusion, Mr. Editor, 
I desire to say, that my ol- 
ficial acts are open to the 


most rigid scrutiny, and i challenge in- 
vestigaticn, but Ithiok I havea right 
to comptain of the public press when 
they take take the unproved statement 
of some violator of the law and herald 
charges against me without a particle 
of truth to busethem on. The position 
of a Revenue Agent is no sinecure, and 
it 1s not presumed that those whose ras- 
cality he uvearths should speak well of 
him, and he expects slander and calum- 
ny to follow him when whole communi- 
ties uid and abet violators of the U.S. 
laws. The Agent only asks that the 
friends of the government should not 
hastily denounce him before the facts 
have been ascertained, So far as Iam 
concerned, however, the false charges 
alleged above, the condemnation of the 
press, nor any other efforts ef the eva- 
ders of tbe Kevenue Laws, shall deter 
me in performing my duty to the gov- 
ernment. Respectfully, 
Matr BERRY.

Transportation Scarce. 
WasHINGTON, April 20.—It appears 
from a correspondence from act- 


ing Secretary of War  Kobeson, 
General McDowell, Commandin 
the Department of the South, 


who is now at New York, and General 
Emory Commanding at New Orleans, 
that 1t was difficult to obtain transpor- 
tation for two companies of Federal 
troops to Grant Parish. The Regular 
boats refused to carry the troops as it 
would ruin their trade.

A Telegram from Governor (?) Kele- 
logg on Loutsiana A ffairs—Gen. 
Schofieid on the Modocs, 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—A telegram 
from Governor (?) Kellogg to the At- 
torney General, received to-day, is as 
follows : “Matters are quiet in Louisiana 
with the exception or 4 or 5 parishes. 
My communication to General Emery, 
requesting that troops be sent to these 
remote parishes, was with a view to 
pé.vent any possible outbreak. The 
statement that I issued commissions to 
fusion officcrsin Grant Parish, or to 
any other than those first commissioned 
is untrue. The State taxes are 
being collected rapidly. The tax 
resisting party is breaking down. 
The coilecting during the past thirty 
days exeed the collections for the same 
time in any previous year. Tbe amouot 
ot taxes and licenses collected in New 
Orleans during the first quarter of 1872, 
was $133,000. The amount collected in 
the first quarter of 1873, was $254,000. | 
We collected but very little during 
January and February, owing to the 
political difficulties.

“Iam now perfecting arrangements to 
put into Tennessee a force able to hold 
the line of the Tennessee, while I break 
up the railroad in front of Dalton, in- 
cluding the city of Atlanta, and push 
into Georgia aud break up all its rail- 
roads and depots, capture its horses 
and pegroes, make desolation every- 
where ; destroy the factories of Macon 
Milledgeville, and Augusta: and bring 
up with 60,000 men on the sea-shore 
about Savannah or Charleston.”

A Battle With The Savages. 


ACTIVE OPERATIONS BY THE 
UNLPED STATES TROOPS.

rock, on the north side of Captain 
Jack’s position, and directly under that 
femous stronghold. General Gillem, 
who had been waiting for the arrival 
ot his stores and the Warm Spring In- 
dians, issued orders yesterday for the 
tents to be struck and drawn in a 
(Onpact shape to a place near Hospital 
rock, for the troops to be supplied 
with three days’ rations and one bun- 
dred rounds of ammunition, for the 
cavalry to be ready to move at 2 A. M. 
to day, and for Colonel Mason, on the 
oOppusite side of the lava bed, to move 
at the same hour on the enemy. 

Colonel Perry and Lieutenant Cres. 
san, with the cavalry, were to move to 
& point beyond the main cave, and con- 
ceal themselves until joined in the 
morning by the infantry and artillery. 

It was hoped that when the latter 
Companies lett the camp, the Modocs 
would observe them, and in an attempt 
to cut them off fall into the hands of 
the cavalry. 

These movements were faithfully 
executed—probably hurried a little on 
our side by the escape of Long Jim, a 
Modoc, who was under guard as a 
prisoner of war. At midnight he 
leaped past the guard and escaped, 
though many shots were fired at him. 

At dayligbt we heard an irreguiar 
fusilade on the opposite side of the 
lava beds, and knew Colonel Mason’s 
ferce or his skirmishers were engaged. 
At 6 o’clock we beard the boom of the 
howitzers, and saw the shell bursting 
over Captain Jack’s camp. At this 
time the rocks were swarming with 
Indians, and the firing was rapid. The 
plan o: the battle Was from the north 
side. 

Col. Mason was to advance his com- 
mand on the right, the Warm Spring 
Indians on his leit, circling up along 
the ledge to unite With the 1ight of the 
troops from this side, leaving only the 
lake for the Modocs to escape by. 
Licut. Greery was in camp in charge 
of the arms and ammunition. Captain 
Trimble, of the First Artillery, witb 20 
men, was left in charge of the camp on 
this side, 

Colonel Greene, at 7 a.m., united 
with Colonel Perry’s command in about 
an bour and a half after leaving camp, 
and soon the ball opened. Capt. Miller, 
of Company E, Twelith Infantry, com- 
manding a battallion, his company be- 
ing commanded by Lieutenant Leary, 
had the extreme right. Nextto him 
were Captain Throckmorton’s Battery 
M, ot the Fourth Artillery, and Lieut. 
Harris’ Battery K, Fourth Artillery. 
Captain Egan’s Company G, and Capt. 
Wright’s Company E, both of the 12th 
Infantry, formed the centre. The cav- 
alry were on the extreme left. 

While marching along the lake shore, 
just atthe head of the Long cave. 
about a mile and a-half from Captain 
Jack’s camp, the troops encountered 
the first opposition. Straggling shots 
were fired trom a bluffut long range. 
The men were deployed in open. skir- 
mish order, and advanced slowly under 
such cover as the rocks afforded, 

On our right opened a gorge in the 
blull, from the right bank of which 
came stragvling shots, while a few fell 
around us frem the left bank. Our 
skirmishers crept up, supported by the 
reserves, until we arrived at short range, 
when a severe volley was fired from the 
bluff, there evidently being twenty five 
or thirty Indians posted there. The 
fire Was heavy. 

After standing it about fifteen mit- 
utes, the order to charge was given, and 
the men sprang forward anid the most 
defaening yells from the Modocs. Such 
was the rapidity of the onslaught, and 
sO unexpected were the troops on them, 
that in a few minutes we were masters 
of the situation, and our brave boys 
were behind the rocks resting at their 
icisure, 

General Gillem bad sent an order to 
Colonel Mason to stir them up on his 
side, and he let into them with a ven- 
geance, distracting their attention, and 
miatenially assisting our troops. The 
charge was a gallant one. Meanwhile 
we exiricated our wounded, four in 
number. None were killed, Captain 
Eagan and men tought gallantly. So 
did ullengayved. Captain Eagan was 
wounded in the arm, but would not 
leave the fie;d. Connor, a private 
of Battery M, Fourth Artillery, was shot 
in the leg—a flesh wound; Private J. 
Danby, of Battery K, Fourth Artillery, 
was shotin the fore arm; Corporal E. 
Keilesk, of Battery K. Fourth Artillery, 
received a scalp wound; Private Mc- 
Manus, Company E, ‘i'welith Infantry, 
had bis thigh erushed. 

P. MceMauus, of the firm McConnel 
& McManus, merchants at Yreka, ven- 
tured between the advaace line by Cap- 
tain Milier’s men, who carried the bluff 
under orders in such gallant style, and 
the reverse line, and was shot from the 
high bluff and leit ontheground, The 
lines were tive hundred yards apart, and 
the ground between them uncovered. 
When the mortars arrive the bluff wil! 
be shelled and recovered. It is supposed 
that Nr. McManus was shot through the 
heel by the way iis mule was found to 
be wounded. 

At 2 P. M. an order was given to ad- 
vance the mortars. Major Thomas in 
command, Lieutenant Cranston Howee 
of the Fourth Artillery, and Sergeant 
Ramer, with nineteen men, composed 
the party. At4 30 the line was deployed 
down the lake opposite Captain Jack’s 
camp, and crossed the intervening open 
space at double quick without receiving 
a shot. They sure now in readiness to 
charge on the biuffs when the mortars 
have done their work. The mortars 
have arrived on the greund and taken 
position, 

All was guiet until 5.30, when a sud- 
den and heavy voliey rattled along Col, 
Mason’s line, and continued several 
minutes. Just previous to this it was 
signalled that vo one had been killed or 
wounded, 

A pack train of Warm Spring Indians 
has just arrived. It is composed of 17 
mules and 150 horses. 

At510P M. the first shot was fired 
from the mortars, planting the shells 
fair in the bluffs. A few sbells were 
theown going well into a part of the 
java beds, apparently doing geod 
work. 

Our jine now extends from under the 
bluffs, where Jack’s cave is, up the 
ledge to the south for nearly a mile. 
The bluffs carried by Captain Miller are 
now held. The ledges intervene be- 
tween the men and the main plateau. 

Now, at 6 P. M., the. mortars are 
being moved forward, us our men are 
ready to scale the heights. Colonel 
Mason’s line bas not been broken. By 
to morrow we suall be with the Warm 
Spring Indians and have the red fiends 
epciicled, with but the lake left them to 


escape by. 


the lower iake shore and the bluffs have 
been cleared of the Indians by Cul. 
Mason, as our men are steady advanc- 
ing without receiving any shots. The 
troops will probably hold the low rocks 
fer cover until morning. | 
San Francisco, April 17.—The fol- 
lowing despatch has been recetvec 
here- 
HEADQUARTERS Mopoc ExPEDITION, 
Lava Beps, April 15, 1873. 
Major General Schofield, San Francisco: 
Have fought the Indians all day, and 
driven them to the immediate vicinity 
of their strongholds. Our losses are 
one officer, Lieutenant Eagan, wounded 
—not seriously; three enlisted men 
killed and nine wounded. We hope to 
surround them to morrow.

THE FIGHTING ON WEDNESDAY. 


Lava Beps, April 16. 


During the night the Modocs’ posi- 
tion remained the same as they occu- 
pied at sunset yesterday evening. This 
morning a hotly contested figbt took 
place on Colonei Green’s left. The In- 
dians endeavored to vet to the lake for 
Water, but our troops succeeded tn 
keeping them away. 

At 7 A. M. a despatch was received 
from Mason’s camp, saying fhat some 
Modocs had passed out on his left, and 
were then on his flank and rear. 

During the night, the mortars, under 
the command ot Major Thomas, opened 
fire on the Modoc camp, which was 
kept up and very much annoyed the 
Indians, who could be heard yelling 
and shouting at an awtul rate. 

At2 A. M. the troops under Colonel 
Greene were ordered to move furward 
from the position they had held during 
the night. The whole liue started wiih 
a cheer, and belore 10 o’clock had reach- 
ed the top of the lidge next to Captain 
Jack’s camp, which was so hotly con- 
tested yesterday, and which bad deen 
nearly deserted to-day. When our men 
gained the position cheers could be 
heard along the whole line. Orders 
were then given to sweep the lava beds. 
A despatch was sent by signal to Cupt. 
Bernard, ordering him, in case the Mo- 
docs had got out on Colonel Mason’s 
left, to pursue them immediately with 
cavalry, and give them no rest. 
At 10 o’clock our troops had gained 
considerable ground, and the firing was 
becoming more frequent and ¢eneral. 
fhe impression was that the lava beds 
were ours, Orders had been given tor 
Col. Muson to move his right forward 
rapidly, and if possible join Colonel 
Green’s leit. This will cut the Modocs 
olf. 
From 10 to 12 o’c‘ock there was con- 
siderabie firing from the south to the 
lake. Only part of the Modocs could 
have got out on Colonel Masons lett, as 
Indians can be heard in the vicinity of 
Jack’s cave. The mortars, Which have 
ceased firing since duyiight, have been 
ordered to a new position within eight 
hundred yards of the cave, and near 
the water of the lake. 
At about 12 o'clock, Colonels 
and Mason’s commands effected a junc- 
tiog which entirely cuts off the Modocs 
from the water. After this movement 
was effected, occasional firing was heard 
at diflerent parts of the line. It was de- 
cided not te push our men on the Indian 
strong bold, as we might lose many men 
without killing an Indian, whereas, if 
we could keep them from the water they 
would have to leave their pos.tion. We 
couid not find them in a stronger one. 
Our losses in the two day’s fight have 
been tive killed and ten wounded. The 
only otlicer yet wounded is Liutenant 
Eagan, a flesb wound in the left leg, 
and be is doing well, The junction has 
been formed between Greene’s right and 
Mason’s left. Five Indians are reported 
killed, Ot these we have some -ca!ps. 
None of our killed cr wounded have 
yet fallen iato the hands of the enemy. 
(t is evident that if our men can hold 
their position on the lake shore, the 
Modocs wiil bave to surrender. ‘There 
is at present a heavy fire of musketry 
near the lake shore, and the Indians are 
evidently fighting for water. 
Every one who has seen our troops 
in action speaks of them in the bighest 
terms, 

YreEKA, April 17. 
Costello, a special courier, arrived at 
noon, having jeft headquarters, at the 
Lava Beds, at 9 o’clock last night, with 
the following news of yesterday’s work : 
Wednesday morning the Mo- 
docs had a big fire in their camp. Maj. 
Thomas dropped a shell directly into it, 
provoking a frantic war-whoop, and 
cuusing the sudden extinguishing of the 
fire. Another shell was drepped in the 
same locality, aod was followed by ye'ls 
of pain and dismay. 
The Modocs then appeared and chal- 
lenged the soidiers to come out and 
fight. Another shell was the answer, 
and they were driven back. At4 a. 
m., after another fight, the Modocs 
gave up the attempt to break through 
our lines, and retired. Scatte:ing shots 
were fired on the men, who attempted 
to advance on them. 
At 9 o’clock Colonel Gillem’s com- 
mand moved torward from the position 
gained on Tuesday, and soou occupied 
the ledge next to Jack’s camp. Colonel 
Mason moved the right forward as 
rapidly as possible to form a junction 
with General Gillem’s left, cutting the 
Modocs off from the lake, tweir only 
source of water supply. The junction 
was effected at noon. At 2 P. M. the 
mortars were throwing shells within 
exceilent range. 
Colonel Greene fell back behind the 
ledge, awaiting the Modocs, should the 
shells drive them out. After firing, the 
Modocs replied with-yells, which were 
frequent. On the fifth shell there came 
a raking fire. A small party of men 
sprang out of the chasm and came Into 
the lines under a shower of bullets. The 
falling back was caused by the Modocs 
flanking and opening a cross fire. 
Col. Miller, attempting to form a 
junction with the Warm Spring Indians, 
missed them as he swung down into the 
chasm with thirteen men, whereupon 
Miller fortified The Modocs 
fonght for their lives until the mortars 
opened, and withstood the fire unti! 4 
P. M., when tbe shells began falling in 
their midst, and they broke cover, dash- 
ing across the ledge, losing two men 
kilied and one wounded.
